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PRISCILLA  LEAVITT 


Priscilla  Leavitt,  a  native  of  North  Hampton,  is  the  fifth  generation  to  be  raised  in  the  Simon  Leavitt  House,  on 
Hobbs  Road.  Having  ancestors  who  were  among  the  early  settlers  of  Hampton,  in  the  1600's,  moving  to  the 
burgeoning  area  that  would  become  North  Hampton,  Priscilla  carries  the  Town's  history  in  her  blood. 

For  many  years,  Priscilla  has  quietly  devoted  her  time  and  energy  to  assiduously  gathering  her  family's  and  North 
Hampton's  historical  treasures,  including  her  great  grandfather's  journals,  with  the  hope  that  one  day  North  Hampton 
will  have  a  historical  museum  in  which  to  preserve  those  artifacts.  Without  fanfare  or  desire  for  recognition,  she 
spends  all  her  spare  time  cataloging  and  placing  those  items  into  acid-free,  museum-quality  storage  containers  so  that 
future  generations  and  research  scholars  will  be  able  to  look  back  into  North  Hampton's  past. 

Not  only  has  Priscilla  been  working  toward  an  environmentally  controlled  storage  space  for  the  artifacts  and, 
hopefully,  a  town  museum,  but  she  has  also  inspired  others  to  take  an  interest  in  North  Hampton's  history.  For 
instance,  several  years  ago,  when  the  membership  of  The  North  Hampton  Historical  Society  had  dwindled  to  just  a 
few  persons,  Priscilla  persuaded  the  remaining  members  not  to  disband  the  Society.  She  then  threw  herself  into  the 
task  of  seeing  that  the  membership  of  the  Society  would  eventually  grow  to  maximum  capacity  at  its  free  lectures. 
Over  the  years,  she  has  served  as  president,  program  and  publicity  chairperson,  and  currently  curator  of  the  Society. 
She  has  devoted  her  talents  to  organizing  the  meetings,  engaging  the  speakers,  distributing  posters,  writing  news 
releases,  designing  displays  for  the  New  Hampshire  Room  in  the  library,  and  organizing  Old  Home  Day  events. 

As  Priscilla  continues  to  devote  herself  to  ensuring  that  the  citizens  of  North  Hampton  remain  connected  to  their 
past,  we  express  our  gratitude  by  dedicating  this  year's  North  Hampton  Annual  Report  to  her.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

Reflecting  on  the  year  2001,  we  will  all  remember  the  tragic  events  of  September  1 1th  for  the  rest  of  our 
lives.  The  attacks  on  New  York,  Washington  and  Pennsylvania  affected  each  of  us,  as  we  witnessed  the 
destruction  of  property  and  the  loss  of  thousands  of  innocent  lives.  We  honor  the  men  and  women  who  are 
called  to  active  duty,  including  two  of  our  own  full  time  police  officers,  and  we  wish  them  a  safe  tour  and  a 
speedy  return  home  to  North  Hampton. 

2001  was  a  year  of  major  accomplishments  for  North  Hampton.  Heading  the  list  was  the  completion  of  the 
Little  River  Salt  Marsh  Restoration  project.  This  project  involved  many  years  of  planning  and  hard  work  by 
many  dedicated  individuals.  The  actual  work  began  in  1999  and  was  finally  completed  in  the  fall  of  2001. 
Governor  Shaheen  presented  our  own  Henry  Mixter,  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  the  Gulf 
of  Maine  Visionary  Award. 

The  North  Hampton  Forever  committee  began  work  on  identifying  land  for  conservation  purposes  with  the 
ultimate  goal  of  placing  over  800  acres  in  conservation  protection.  When  their  work  is  completed,  the  rural 
character  of  North  Hampton  that  we  all  enjoy  will  be  here  for  the  next  generations. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  Town's  history,  a  central  storage  area  was  created  for  all  town  records  in  the  office 
space  above  our  police  station.  After  records  were  collected  from  many  different  areas  (cellars  and  attics), 
they  were  professionally  cataloged  and  indexed.  Also,  after  259  years,  we  have  created  the  first  secure 
storage  area  for  the  Heritage  Commission  and  the  Historical  Society  to  safely  store  artifacts  and  historical 
documents. 

Centennial  Hall  was  crowned  with  a  beautifully  created  belvedere  made  by  Arthur  Knowles.  This  tower  is  a 
replica  of  the  original  constructed  in  1876.  Combined  with  the  new  weather  vane  and  the  new  front  doors, 
Centennial  Hall  represents  the  finest  efforts  of  our  citizens  in  preserving  our  local  historical  structures. 

Work  also  began  on  renovating  the  second  floor  of  the  police  station  to  create  over  3000  square  feet  of 
office  space  for  most  of  our  town  employees.  Once  the  new  office  space  is  occupied,  the  current  Town 
office  will  be  renovated  for  use  by  our  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector.  Additionally,  all  town  facilities  will 
be  made  ADA  compliant.  We  have  also  completed  the  architectural  design  for  the  entire  town  complex  for 
future  renovation  and  expansion. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  incentives  for  high-tect  businesses  to  locate  in  North  Hampton,  the  Cable  TV- 
Broadband-Telecom  committee,  chaired  by  Robert  Landman,  was  created  to  actively  negotiate  with 
providers  in  order  to  secure  high-speed  internet  service,  improved  cable  access,  and  other  related  high-tect 
infrastructure  system  for  North  Hampton. 

The  Planning  Board  completed  work  on  our  Capital  Improvement  Plan  (CIP),  which  will  provide  some 
direction  to  the  Town  in  future  years.  Also,  the  Board  authored  a  Sexually  Oriented  Businesses  (SOB) 
ordinance  for  voters'  approval.  The  Board  is  to  be  commended  for  being  pro-active  on  this  very  important 
issue.  After  many  months  of  hard  work,  plans  were  completed  and  construction  started  on  the  new  Shaw's 
Supermarket  and  Home  Depot  at  the  old  Factory  Outlet  Mall.  These  new  businesses  will  add  almost  13 
million  dollars  to  our  commercial  tax  base. 

North  Hampton  is  a  special  place  made  possible  by  the  dedication  of  our  Town  employees,  the  work  of  our 
various  town  Boards,  and  the  participation  of  our  residents.  Thank  you  all  for  your  outstanding  efforts.

Report  of  the  Town  Administrator 

Human  lives  and  experience  are  fraught  with  challenge.  Our  response  to  challenge  reveals  the  nature  of  our 
character.  Whether  individually  or  collectively  tests  of  character  arrive  unexpectedly.  Immanuel  Kant  was  a 
philosopher  credited  with  first  propounding  the  concept  of  the  "moral  imperative".  The  moral  imperative  is  loosely 
defined  as  choosing  to  do  the  right  thing  because  it  is  the  right  thing  to  do.  Knowing  and  understanding  the  ethical 
implications  of  an  issue  are  often  as  equally  difficult  a  challenge  as  choosing  the  right,  or  ethical  course  of  action  to 
follow.  Whether  it  is  an  issue  of  appropriate  accounting  practices  as  in  the  case  of  Enron,  the  nature  of  the 
relationship  between  a  corporation  and  its  auditors  as  in  the  case  of  Arthur  Anderson,  or  determining  the  status 
(POW  versus  detainees)  of  Taliban  or  Al  Queida  members  as  in  the  case  of  the  State  Department,  each  issue 
demands  that  we  make  a  choice.  Each  choice  involves  an  ethical  consideration  that  is  a  test  of  character  that  arrives 
unexpectedly.  In  the  long  term  what  and  how  we  choose  determines  the  effectiveness  of  our  actions  and  ultimately 
speaks  directly  to  our  character.  The  discussion  of  ethics  is  an  appropriate  one  and  it  is  an  ongoing  process  for 
North  Hampton  staff  because  it  is  a  necessary  component  of  public  service. 

We  are  beset  by  many  tests  throughout  our  lives  and  throughout  our  history  good  people  have  stepped  forward  to 
meet  the  challenges  of  their  time.  Those  searing  images  of  commercial  airliners  crashing  into  the  world  trade  centers 
were  muted  to  some  degree  by  equally  compelling  images  of  the  heroic  and  altruistic  spirit  of  a  people  responding  to 
a  collective  tragedy.  Folks  in  North  Hampton  responded  in  kind  by  raising  and  donating  money  for  the  families  of 
the  victims.  North  Hampton  Police  and  Fire  Departments  have  pooled  their  expertise  and  resources  with  surrounding 
communities  to  provide  first  responder  teams  for  security  and  emergency  rescue  operations  within  the  Seacoast 
Region.  Inter  department  and  cross-jurisdictional  radio  communications  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be 
improved.  Part  of  this  ongoing  effort  to  enhance  communications  is  reflected  in  this  year's  town  warrant.  Article  V 
seeks  the  adoption  of  the  provisions  of  RSA  41:14-a,  which  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  or  sell  land  or 
buildings  and  to  also  enter  into  any  lease  or  other  transaction  in  connection  with  such  land  or  buildings.  Adoption  of 
this  article  will  allow  the  Selectmen  to  more  expeditiously  locate  a  telecommunications  tower  within  town.  Article 
XI  provides  funding  for  the  purchase  of  digital  radio  equipment  for  the  police  department  as  the  county  and  region 
move  away  from  analog  to  digital  communication  systems. 

The  important  work  of  preserving  the  luster  of  North  Hampton  continued  this  year  with  the  completion  of  the  Little 
River  Salt  Marsh  restoration  project.  The  renovations  to  the  second  floor  of  the  Police  Department  have  also  started 
and  the  records  management  inventory  and  records  storage  room  are  nearly  complete  as  well.  The  architect  Dennis 
Mires  is  completing  the  space  planning  work  for  the  municipal  complex  to  meet  current  and  future  needs.  Mr.  Mires 
is  also  providing  the  design  and  coordinating  the  renovation  work  on  the  second  floor.  Mr.  Mires  will  provide 
similar  professional  services  if  funding  for  the  installation  of  an  elevator  is  approved.  This  year's  warrant  contains 
proposed  funding  of  $140,000  for  the  installation  of  an  elevator  to  access  the  second  floor  renovations  and  to  meet 
ADA  requirements.  The  construction  costs  to  join  the  rooflines  between  the  fire  and  police  stations  on  the  backside 
of  the  buildings  where  the  elevator  will  be  installed  represent  approximately  $90,000  of  the  total  funding  request. 
The  efforts  of  North  Hampton  Forever  began  in  earnest  this  year  as  they  labored  to  craft  appropriate  guidelines  for 
the  preservation  of  open  space  through  the  innovative  use  of  land  easements  and  acquisition  strategies. 

During  the  year  employees  from  all  departments  volunteered  their  time  and  efforts  in  the  areas  of  fire  safety,  the 
DARE  program,  recreational  programs  and  Old  Home  Day.  Recreation  Director,  Brenda  DeFelice  and  Sergeant 
Michael  Maddocks  joined  Rotary  as  another  way  of  serving  their  community.  Administrative  Assistant,  Janet 
Facella  and  Ms.  DeFelice  (and  a  reluctant  TA)  took  the  Penguin  Plunge  and  raised  over  $2,300  for  the  Special 
Olympics.  Much  of  the  money  raised  came  from  North  Hampton  employees,  businesses,  elected  officials  and 
Rotarians. 

Good  things  keep  getting  done,  projects  completed  and  new  initiatives  begun.  Much  the  way  a  jeweler  polishes  a 
many  faceted  gem  to  heighten  its  luster,  North  Hampton  employees,  officials,  business  leaders  and  volunteers 
continually  work  to  preserve  and  brighten  this  many  faceted  jewel  of  the  Seacoast.  My  thanks  go  out  to  the  many 
individuals  and  groups  who  provide  their  energies  and  talents  on  behalf  of  the  North  Hampton  community.

Report  of  the  Police  Department 


Fhc  year  2001  revealed  increases  in  calls  from  the  citizens  and  businesses  of  North  Hampton  for  assistance  in  both 
criminal,  and  non-cnminal  issues  fhc  addition  of  new  technology,  such  as  the  Total  Station  computerized 
measurement  tool,  has  left  the  department  with  the  abilitv  to  save  an  abundance  of  personnel  hours  at  serious  motor 
vehicle  accidents  and  crime  scenes  that  require  numerous  evidential  measurements.  The  Police  Association,  through 
a  donation  from  the  Levme  Foundation,  purchased  the  Total  Station  tool. 

Because  of  the  growing  business  base  in  town,  the  investigative  responsibilities  of  the  department  increased  slightly 
in  the  categories  of  Bad  Checks.  Credit  Card  Frauds,  and  Forgeries.  Burglary  also  increased  slightly  with  most  of 
them  being  business  burglaries  as  opposed  to  residential.  Fortunately  the  limited  number  of  residential  burglaries 
were  solved  with  the  help  of  multiple  agencies  teaming  up  to  identify  the  perpetrator,  and  quickly  take  him  into 
custody  which  took  away  his  ability  to  commit  further  crimes  in  our  jurisdiction  and  others.  This  year  we  also  have 
experienced  three  Child  PomogTaphy  cases  that  required  hundreds  of  hours  of  investigation  and  evidence 
management  because  of  the  excessive  numbers  of  pornographic  pictures  of  children,  in  both  printed  form  and  on 
different  types  of  computer  drives  Because  of  the  drastic  increases  of  this  type  of  crime  in  the  seacoast  area, 
Portsmouth  Police  Department  was  awarded  a  grant  to  assist  in  the  detection,  evidence  collection,  and  the 
prosecution  o(  Child  Pornography  Cases.  All  citizens  are  urged  to  contact  our  police  department  if  they  have 
knowledge  oi  the  existence  of  child  pornography  In  addition  to  these  types  of  cases,  the  following  is  a 
dissemination  of  selected  categories  of  calls  for  service  that  the  police  department  responded  to  in  2001:

With  the  much  needed  help  of  Brenda  Defelice  of  the  Recreation 
Department,  and  Jan  Facella  of  the  North  Hampton  Town  Offices,  the  Police  Association  sponsored  Egg  Scramble 
and  Santa's  visit  were  a  huge  success.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  other  departments,  and  the  residents  of  North 
Hampton  for  their  continued  support  in  making  North  Hampton  the  safest  place  to  live.

The  368  Medical  Aid  calls  produced  363  patient  contacts,  of  which  253  patients  were  transported  to  local  hospitals. 
Pre-Hospital  Advance  Life  Support  at  the  Paramedic  Level  of  care  was  provided  to  67  of  these  patients. 

The  Town  Meeting  in  2001  supported  the  recommendation  to  purchase  a  Tanker  truck  to  replace  Engine  1 .  This  is  in 
accordance  with  the  Fire  &  Rescue  section  of  the  Town  Master  Plan.  The  truck  was  ordered  in  the  fall  and  we  are 
anticipating  a  Spring  2002  delivery. 

In  May,  Fire  Lieutenant  James  Colcord  retired  after  twenty  years  of  full-time  service  to  the  Town.  During  Jim's 
career  he  assisted  in  the  integration  of  EMS  into  the  fire  department,  oversaw  the  vehicle  maintenance  program  and 
commanded  a  duty  shift.  We  wish  Jim  well  and  thank  him  for  his  many  contributions  to  the  Town  and  Department. 

Fire  fighter  Mike  Tully  filled  the  Lieutenant  position  left  vacant  after  Lt.  Colcord's  retirement,  after  a  competitive 
exam  and  assessment  center.  Fire  fighters  Cabot  Trott  and  John  Goodwin  were  hired  to  bring  the  department  to  full 
staff  by  the  end  of  summer. 

This  Spring,  through  a  joint  effort  of  the  Fireman's  Association  and  the  Professional  Firefighters  Association,  the 
Colorado  Springs  Fire  Prevention  Education  Show  was  brought  to  North  Hampton  School.  This  exciting  show 
delivered  fire  prevention  and  safety  messages  through  parity  of  popular  song  and  dance  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
show  each  child  was  presented  with  a  CD  to  provide  reinforcement  of  the  messages. 

We  have  received  many  positive  comments  on  the  new  holiday  display  lights  on  the  station. 

These  decorations  were  purchased  through  a  joint  effort  of  the  Fireman's  Association  and  the  Professional 

Firefighters  Association. 

The  department  initiated  an  individual  SCBA  face  mask  program  last  year.  This  program  allows  each  member  to 
have  a  face  piece  that  is  sized  and  fitted  to  the  person,  allowing  for  a  safer  and  surer  fit  when  in  hazardous 
atmospheres.  The  purchase  of  the  mask  and  the  first  fit  test  was  made  possible  through  a  donation  from  the  Caroline 
C.  Levine  Charitable  Foundation.  The  department  is  truly  grateful  for  this  support. 

This  year  the  department  is  requesting  funds  to  purchase  an  at  source/direct  connection  Vehicle  Exhaust  System. 
This  equipment  will  address  a  safety  and  health  concern  by  removing  the  by-products  of  combustion  before  it 
contaminates  the  air  in  the  building  and  safely  remove  it  outside  the  building. 

The  members  of  the  department  thank  the  citizens  of  North  Hampton  for  their  continued  support  and  encourage 
everyone  to  stop  at  the  station  if  they  have  any  questions  or  concerns.

Report  of  the  Building  Inspector 

This  annual  report  may  be  different  from  past  years  in  that  it  will  not  concentrate  on  numbers  and 
Comparisons,  but  attempt  to  deliver  certain  messages.  These  messages  reflect  a  growing  realization  that 
certain  aspects  of  the  Building  Inspector's  job  may  not  be  readily  apparent. 

Before  we  get  to  the  messages,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  new  home  permits  for  the  year  2001  compared 
to  years  past    We  issued  1 .;  New  Residence  permits  in  2001  versus  62  in  year  2000.  and  33  in  year  1999. 
So  although  the  two-year  average  of  2000  and  2001  is  still  higher  than  the  norm  of  23  -  25  per  year,  the 
actual  numbers  have  decreased 

Commercial  construction  is  still  running  strong  with  7  New  Commercial  permits  and  14  Remodel 
Commercial  permits    Of  course  2  of  these  new  permits  include  Shaw's  and  Home  Depot  now  under 
construction  and  slated  to  open  in  the  spring. 

One  aspect  on  the  Building  Inspector's  job  that  may  not  be  readily  apparent  is  that  although  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments  have  tried  for  years  to  make  residents  understand  the  necessity  of  house  numbers  and 
clear,  visible  property  markings,  it  is  the  Building  Inspector  who  has  the  jurisdiction  to  make  it  happen.  It 
will  become  standard  procedure  that  if  there  are  no  house  numbers  visible  at  the  first  inspection,  there  will 
be  no  inspections  until  they  are  installed. 

House  numbers  are  required  on  each  house,  at  least  4"  high  and  a  color  that  contrasts  with  the  background 
they  are  on.  If  the  house  is  not  visible  from  the  road,  or  if  residents  wish  to  put  their  house  numbers  at  the 
street  they  should  be  permanently  secured  in  a  location  visible  from  both  directions,  at  the  entrance  to  the 
driveway,  also  in  contrasting,  easily  visible  colors,  and  at  least  4"  high.  Mailboxes  do  not  count. 
Mailboxes  can  be  on  either  side  of  the  road,  can  be  a  distance  from  the  entrance  to  the  property,  may  have 
numbers  on  only  one  side,  and  may  not  meet  the  4"  requirement.  Your  street  address  or  name  on  a  mailbox 
is  not  a  replacement  for  house  numbers,  nor  does  it  meet  the  requirements  of  the  town  ordinance  requiring 
house  numbers. 

Other  changes  will  include: 

>  Almost  all  construction  requires  a  permit.  There  are  very  few  activities  that  do  not.  Please  call  and 
check  before  beginning  work.  Violations  will  be  treated  more  firmly  in  the  coming  months. 

>  Applications  for  New  Residential  or  New  Commercial  will  require  that  the  Electrical,  Plumbing,  and 
Septic  contractors  be  named  and  listed  with  phone  numbers  before  the  new  permit  will  be  issued. 

>  The  FD  will  be  more  involved  with  residential  inspections. 

>  An  appointment  for  the  Certificate  of  Occupancy  inspection  will  not  be  scheduled  until  the  applicant 
submits  a  list  of  items  signed  off  indicating  they  are  completed  and  accepted.  This  list  will  be  given 
with  the  permit  and  must  be  turned  in  with  signatures  in  order  to  schedule  the  Certificate  of  Occupancy 
inspection. 

>  We  are  investigating  the  likelihood  of  instituting  a  well  permit.  All  wells  drilled  in  North  Hampton, 
whether  new  or  replacement  will  be  required  to  apply  for  a  permit.  The  licensed  well  driller  will  be 
required  to  submit  a  report  containing  information  about  the  well  for  the  final  inspection  and  sign-off. 

>  A  water  test  at  the  kitchen  tap  will  be  required  as  part  of  the  Certificate  of  Occupancy  inspection.

Report  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton's  Highway  Department 
Brush  -  Compost  and  recycling 


During  the  year  2000  -  2001  there  were  21  snowstorms  with  an  approximate  accumulation  of  102.50 
inches  of  snow.    There  were  13  rain  and  freezing  rainstorms  with  an  approximate  accumulation  of  8.60 
inches. 

Summer  maintenance  consisted  of  patching  of  potholes,  mowing  commons  and  around  Town  buildings, 
building  maintenance,  trimming  and  grooming  of  roadsides,  picking  up  litter,  chipping  brush,  turning  and 
mixing  compost,  crushing  glass,  keeping  culverts  cleaned  from  debris  due  to  beavers.  Due  to  the  amount  of 
snow  along  with  the  high  costs  of  diesel  fuel  and  unleaded  gasoline,  we  where  only  able  to  overlay  Pine 
Road  and  South  Road  under  our  paving  program  A  new  oil- water  separator  was  installed  for  the  Fire 
Departments  floor  drains.  Two  underground  oil  tanks  where  removed  holes  refilled  loamed&seeded  and 
paved.  Town  employees  spent  time  at  the  Beach  helping  on  the  Little  River  Salt  Marsh  Restoration  Project. 
Time  is  spent  at  recycling  sorting,  baling  and  loading  material  for  market.  303.70  tons  of  recycled  material 
was  shipped.  In  spite  of  the  fluctuating  prices  we  were  able  to  receive  some  compensation  for  our  efforts. 
Our  income  was  $9,871.79  the  cost  avoidance  was  $16,399.00  for  total  savings  to  the  taxpayers  of 
$26,271.59.  The  budget  appropriation  was  $34,560.80.  Showing  the  Recycling  Center  ran  on  $8,318.41 
for  the  year.    The  Brush  -  Compost  area  is  open  from  the  beginning  of  April  to  the  end  of  November, 
Wednesday  from  1:00  p.m.  to  5:00  p.m.,  Saturdays  8:00  a.m.  to  noon.  Stickers  are  available  at  the  Town 
Office  that  allows  residents  to  leave  brush  5  inches  and  under,  leaves  and  garden  materials,  and  allow  you 
to  take  home  wood  chips  and  ready  to  use  compost.  Due  to  state  laws  we  cannot  except  stumps  or  building 
materials.    The  Board  of  Selectman,  the  Solid  Waste  Committee  along  with  myself  thank  all  the  volunteers 
who  took  time  out  of  their  busy  schedules  to  help  out  at  the  recycling  center.    Special  thanks  to  the  North 
Hampton  Elementary  Schools  eighth  grade  class  who  spent  numerous  hours  with  their  chaperones  fulfilling 
their  Community  Service  Commitment,  George  Frenette  for  his  dedicated  help  on  Wednesdays  and  the 
Community  Diversion  Program  who  has  supplied  help  from  time  to  time  on  Saturdays.  Anyone  who 
wishes  to  help  at  the  recycling  center  or  has  any  suggestions  please  contact  the  Highway  Department  at 
964-6442  or  a  committee  member.  Their  telephone  numbers  are  listed  in  the  front  of  the  Town  Report.

In  May  a  Library  Building 
Consultant  evaluated  the  present  building  and  did  a  needs 
assessment  for  the  future.  Her  report,  which  is  available  to 
read  at  the  library,  concluded  that  our  building  is  lacking 
in  areas  of  handicapped  access,  seating,  shelving  and 
storage  space,  space  for  a  separate  children's  room  and 
space  for  staff  needs.  We  will  continue  this  planning 
process  over  the  next  year.

It 
will  include  the  coming  of  the  railroad,  the  early  mills,  winter  life,  Major  General  Dearborn,  Little  Boar's  Head,  the 
Fish  Houses,  and  old  sayings  and  interesting  persons  of  our  Town. 

We  continue  to  look  forward  to  having  a  museum  in  which  to  store  the  many  artifacts  that  are  currently  being  stored 
in  private  houses.  Those  artifacts  should  be  on  display  and  accessible  for  the  townspeople  and  scholars.  Moreover, 
having  a  museum  in  or  near  the  Municipal  Complex  would  encourage  more  persons  to  come  forth  and  donate 
valuable  artifacts  to  the  North  Hampton  Historical  Society.  In  the  meantime,  we  want  to  assure  those  persons  who 
would  like  to  donate  their  artifacts  that  we  will  soon  have  a  locked  storage  room  in  a  town-owned  facility  in  which 
to  safely  keep  their  artifacts. 

Like  many  committees  in  New  Hampshire,  The  Heritage  Commission  runs  on  volunteers.  If  you  are  interested,  call 
any  member.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


Little  River  Salt  Marsh  Restoration  Project 

Stage  One  of  the  Little  River  Salt  Marsh  Restoration  Project,  installation  of  a  pre-cast  concrete  box  culvert  under 
Appledore  Avenue,  replacing  a  much  smaller  and  badly  deteriorated  corrugated  metal  pipe,  was  completed  in 
January,  2000.  The  second  stage  of  the  Project,  the  dredging  of  silted  and  overgrown  channels  in  the  marsh,  began  at 
its  Appledore  end  in  the  spring  of  2000  and  continued  through  the  summer  of  that  year  with  dredging  and 
enlargement  of  the  main  Little  River  channel  flowing  toward  its  ocean  outlet  at  the  north  end  of  the  marsh.  This 
phase  also  involved  the  creation  of  several  shallow  salt-water  pools  designed  to  encourage  spawning  offish  and 
other  marine  organisms.  The  third  and  final  stage  of  the  Project,  scheduled  to  begin  after  Labor  Day,  2000,  will 
involve  the  installation  of  a  line  of  6-foot-high  twin  pre-cast  concrete  box  culverts,  spanning  24  feet  under  Route  1A 
and  extending  176  feet  from  the  marsh  to  the  ocean.  Total  cost  of  the  Project  is  budgeted  at  approximately  $1.4 
million,  with  funding  provided  by  various  federal  and  state  agencies,  and  with  25%  matching  contributions,  in 
services  and  in  cash,  from  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  and  individual  contributions  to  the  Conservation 
Commission's  William  P.  Fowler  Memorial  Fund. 


"North  Hampton  Forever" 

A  Conservation  Commission  sub-committee,  named  "North  Hampton  Forever"  and  chaired  by  Commission  member 
Roland  Neves,  with  the  participation  of  Phil  Wilson,  Tim  Harned,  Bob  Field,  Chris  Ganotis  Chris  Butcher  and  Dick 
Wollmar,  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  pursue  options  for  preservation  from  development  of  unprotected  open 
spaces.  After  extensive  investigation  and  analysis  of  the  available  options,  the  sub-committee  has  recommended  the 
issuance  of  a  $4m  bond  issue  to  fund  the  acquisition  of  easements,  development  rights  and/or  title  to  suitable  parcels 
of  such  open  spaces.  In  addition,  the  sub-committee  has  written  and  distributed  to  residents  of  the  Town  several 
informational  newsletters  explaining  the  proposed  methods  and  goals  of  this  initiative,  mcluding  the  anticipated 
long-term  benefits  of  property  tax  reduction,  school  population  stabilization  and  retention  of  the  Town's  rural 
character.  This  initiative,  including  the  bond  issue,  has  been  endorsed  by  the  Selectmen  and  by  the  Conservation 
Commission. 


Other  Matters 

As  in  the  past,  the  Commission  continued  during  the  fiscal  year  to  review  wetlands  permit  applications,  conservation 
easements  obtained  as  a  result  of  sub-divisions  and  such  easements  otherwise  imposed  on  parcels  within  the  Town's 
boundaries.  In  addition,  the  Commission  commented  to  the  Planning  Board  with  respect  to  several  sub-division 
applications  and  to  the  Zoning  Board  on  several  variance  applications  involving  the  wetlands  buffer  zone.  The 
Commission  has  also  coordinated  with  the  Recreation  Committee  in  efforts  to  locate  additional  land  for  passive 
recreation.

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Report  of  the  North  Hampton  Forever  Subcommittee 


After  voters  authorized  a  S4.0  million  bond  issue,  the  North  Hampton  Forever  Subcommittee  began  work  to 
preserve  open  space.  Work  proceeded  along  four  lines: 

1.  Determining  the  best  method  for  drawing  upon  bond  funds. 

The  U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Service  places  specific  terms  on  use  of  proceeds  from  of  tax-free  bonds  issued  by 
municipalities.  To  ensure  full  compliance  with  these  terms  while  providing  flexibility  for  timing  expenditures  for 
North  Hampton  Forever  projects,  the  Subcommittee,  along  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Conservation 
Commission,  investigated  alternative  approaches  to  drawing  upon  bond  funds.  The  use  of  bond  anticipation  notes 
(BANs)  until  such  time  as  it  became  appropriate  to  issue  bonds  proved  to  be  the  most  practical  and  prudent  approach 
for  the  purposes  of  land  rights  acquisitions  over  a  number  of  years.  This  approach  has  been  adopted  and 
implemented  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.  Organizing  to  ensure  effective  and  responsible  operation. 

Members  of  the  Subcommittee  were  concerned  about  ensuring  that  all  activities  were  conducted  in  the  most  proper 
possible  manner.  Consequently,  during  the  first  months  of  the  work  an  Organization  Structure,  an  Acquisition 
Process,  and  Project  Prioritization  Criteria  were  developed,  adopted  and  documented.  An  operating  budget  for  the 
first  two  years  ($180,000)  was  developed,  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  approved  by  them.  Officers 
were  elected,  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  duly  appointed.  Tim  Harned  and  Phil  Wilson  are  Co- 
chairs;  Chris  Ganotis  is  Treasurer,  and  Christine  Butcher  is  Secretary.  Other  members  are  Robert  Field,  George 
Lagassa,  Dick  Wollmar,  Jenifer  Landman  (ex  officio)  and  Henry  Mixter  (ex  officio). 

3.  Identifying  and  prioritizing  potential  projects. 

The  Subcommittee's  prioritization  criteria  include  visibility  (frontage,  scenic  value,  historic  value),  availability, 
agricultural  value,  education  or  recreational  value,  and  leveragability  to  protect  other  land.  Each  criterion  has  a 
maximum  point  value  (up  to  25  for  the  three  aspects  of  visibility).  The  total  for  each  parcel  is  then  multiplied  by  a 
factor  determined  by  the  number  of  upland  acres  in  the  parcel. 

Members  of  the  Subcommittee  reviewed  maps  of  the  Town  and  recommended  parcels  of  land  that  appear  to  fit  the 
criteria.  A  total  of  about  1,750  acres  has  been  identified,  and  the  subcommittee  is  engaged  in  the  process  of  rating 
them  against  the  criteria. 

4.  Pursuing  specific  projects. 

While  systematically  reviewing  parcels  within  the  Town,  the  Subcommittee  has  also  been  pursuing  five  projects  that 
are  either  urgent  or  obviously  very  attractive  in  terms  of  the  adopted  criteria.  One  project  has  been  tabled  until 
conditions  for  completing  it  are  more  favorable.  One  project  is  neanng  completion  and  may  have  been 
consummated  before  this  report  is  disseminated.  The  three  remaining  projects  are  in  various  stages  of  development. 
In  total  these  projects  involve  well  over  300  acres.  The  Subcommittee  is  learning  quickly  that  each  of  these  projects 
is  unique  and  therefore  requires  time,  hard  work,  and  patience. 

The  Subcommittee  is  determined  to  use  funds  appropriated  by  residents  wisely  and  efficiently.  One  way  to  get  more 
value  for  our  money  is  to  secure  grants  that  help  achieve  our  goals.  We  have  had  one  notable  success:  The  Barrett 
Foundation  awarded  the  Subcommittee  a  grant  of  55,000  to  underwrite  a  series  of  newsletters  informing  citizens 
about  progress  on  North  Hampton  Forever. 

The  Subcommittee  meets  monthly  -  more  often  when  necessary  —  and  all  meetings  are  noticed  at  least  one  full  day 
in  advance.  The  public  is  welcome,  although  specific  projects  are  discussed  in  executive  session.

Are  you  in  favor  of  amending  the  zoning  ordinance  by  adding  a  new  ordinance  "Regulating  Sexually  Oriented  Businesses"  submitted 
by  the  planning  board? 

Text  of  Proposed  Amendment 

WHEREAS,  there  is  convincing  documented  evidence  that  Sexually  Oriented  Businesses,  because  of  their  very  nature,  have  a 
deleterious  effect  on  both  the  existing  businesses  around  them  and  the  surrounding  residential  areas  adjacent  to  them,  causing 
increased  crime,  the  downgrading  of  property  values,  and  a  general  degrading  of  the  quality  of  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  North  Hampton  Planning  Board  wants  to  prevent  these  adverse  effects  and  thereby  protect  the  health,  safety  and 
welfare  of  the  citizenry:  protect  the  citizens  from  increased  crime;  preserve  the  quality  of  life;  preserve  the  property  values  and 
character  of  surrounding  neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  not  the  intent  of  this  Ordinance  to  suppress  any  speech  activities  protected  by  the  First  Amendment,  but  to  enact  a 
content  neutral  Ordinance  that  regulates  the  secondary  effects  of  Sexually  Oriented  Businesses;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  not  the  intent  of  the  North  Hampton  Planning  Board  to  condone  or  legitimize  the  distribution  of  obscene  materials, 
and  the  North  Hampton  Planning  Board  recognizes  that  state  and  federal  law  prohibits  the  distribution  of  obscene  materials  and 
expects  and  encourages  state  enforcement  officials  to  enforce  state  and  federal  obscenity  statutes  against  any  such  illegal  activities  in 
the  Town  of  North  Hampton. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  by  the  Constitution  and  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE 
PLANNING  BOARD  OF  NORTH  HAMPTON,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE,  COUNTY  OF  ROCKINGHAM  AS  FOLLOWS: 
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SECTION  I.  Purpose  and  Findings. 

(1)  Purpose.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  to  regulate  Sexually  Oriented  Businesses 
and  related  activities  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton,  and  to  establish 
reasonable  and  uniform  regulations  to  prevent  the  deleterious  location  and  concentration  of  Sexually  Oriented  Businesses  within  the 
Town  of  North  Hampton.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  have  neither  the  purpose  nor  effect  of  imposing  a  limitation  or  restriction 
on  the  content  of  any  communicative  materials,  including  sexually  oriented  materials.  Similarly,  it  is  not  the  intent  nor  effect  of  this 
Ordinance  to  restrict  or  deny  access  by  adults  to  sexually  oriented  materials  protected  by  the  First  Amendment,  or  to  deny  access  by 
the  distributors  and  exhibitors  of  sexually  oriented  entertainment  to  their  intended  market.  Neither  is  it  the  intent  nor  effect  of  this 
Ordinance  to  condone  or  legitimize  the  distribution  of  obscene  materials. 

(2)  Findings.  This  ordinance  is  based  on  evidence  concerning  the  adverse  secondary  effects  of  adult  uses  on  the  community  presented 
in  hearings  and  in  reports  made  available  to  the  Town  of  North  Hampton. 

WARNING:  This  begins  a  section  containing  sexually  explicit  language. 

SECTION  II.  Definitions.  Sexually  Oriented  Business  means  an  adult  arcade,  adult  bookstore  or  adult  video  store,  adult  cabaret, 
adult  drive  in  theatre,  adult  motel,  adult  motion  picture  theater,  adult  theater,  nude  model  studio,  or  sexual  encounter  center  as  those 
terms  are  defined  below. 

(1)  ADULT  ARCADE  means  any  place  to  which  the  public  is  permitted  or  invited  wherein  coin-operated  or  slug-operated  or 
electronically,  electrically,  or  mechanically  controlled  still  or  motion  picture  machines,  projectors,  videos,  or  other  image-producing 
devices  are  maintained,  and  which  are  intended  to,  or  do,  show  images  to  five  or  fewer  persons  per  machine  at  any  one  time,  and 
where  the  images  so  displayed  are  distinguished  or  characterized  by  the  simulating,  depicting  or  describing  of  "specified  sexual 
activities"  or  "specified  anatomical  areas." 

(2)  ADULT  BOOKSTORE  or  ADULT  Vn)EO  STORE  means  a  commercial  establishment  that,  as  one  of  its  principal  business 
purposes,  offers  for  sale  or  rental  for  any  form  of  consideration  any  one  or  more  of  the  following: 

(A)  Books,  magazines,  periodicals  or  other  printed  matter,  or  photographs,  films,  motion  picture,  video  cassettes  or  video 
reproductions,  slides,  or  other  visual  representations  that  depict  or  describe  "specified  sexual  activities"  or  "specified  anatomical 
areas;"  or 

(B)  Instruments,  devices,  or  paraphernalia  that  are  designed  for  use  in  connection  with  "specified  sexual  activities."  A  principal 
business  purpose  exists  if  materials  offered  for  sale  or  rental  depicting  or  describing  "specified  sexual  activities"  or  "specified 
anatomical  areas"  generate  10%  or  more  of  the  business's  income,  or  account  for  10%  or  more  of  inventory,  or  occupy  10%  or  more 
of  total  floor  space.  A  commercial  establishment  may  have  other  principal  business  purposes  that  do  not  involve  the  offering  for  sale 
or  rental  of  material  depicting  or  describing  "specified  sexual  activities"  or  "specified  anatomical  areas"  and  still  be  categorized  as 
ADULT  BOOKSTORE  or  ADULT  VIDEO  STORE.  Such  other  business  purposes  will  not  serve  to  exempt  such  commercial 
establishments  from  being  categorized  as  an  ADULT  BOOKSTORE  or  ADULT  VIDEO  STORE  so  long  as  one  of  its  principal 
business  purposes  is  the  offering  for  sale  or  rental  for  consideration  the  specified  materials  that  depict  or  describe  "specified  sexual 
activities"  or  "specified  anatomical  areas." 

(3)  ADULT  CABARET  means  a  nightclub,  bar,  restaurant,  cafe,  or  similar  commercial  establishment  that  regularly,  commonly, 
habitually,  or  consistently  features: 

(A)  Persons  who  appear  in  a  state  of  nudity  or  semi-nudity;  or 

(B)  Live  performances  that  are  characterized  by  the  exposure  of  "specified  sexual  activities"  or  by  "specified  anatomical  areas";  or 

(C)  Films,  motion  pictures,  video  cassettes,  slides,  photographic  reproductions,  or  other  image  producing  devices  that  are 
characterized  by  the  depiction  or  description  of  "specified  sexual  activities"  or  "specified  anatomical  areas";  or 

(D)  Persons  who  engage  in  "exotic"  or  erotic  dancing  or  performances  that  are  intended  for  the  sexual  interests  or  titillation  of  an 
audience  or  customers. 

(4)  ADULT  DRIVE-EN'  THEATER  means  an  open  lot  or  part  thereof,  with  appurtenant  facilities,  devoted  primarily  to  the 
presentation  of  motion  pictures,  films,  theatrical  productions,  and  other  forms  of  visual  productions,  for  any  form  of  consideration  to 
the  persons  in  motor  vehicles  or  on  outdoor  seats,  in  which  a  substantial  portion  of  the  total  presentation  time  being  presented  for 
observation  by  patrons  is  devoted  to  the  showing  of  material  which  meets  the  definition  of  "harmful  to  minors"  and/or  "sexual 
conduct"  as  set  forth  in  RSA  571-B.l. 

(5)  ADULT  MOTEL  means  a  hotel,  motel  or  similar  commercial  establishment  that: 

(A)  Offers  accommodation  to  the  public  for  any  form  of  consideration  and  provides  patrons  with  closed-circuit  television 
transmissions,  films,  motion  pictures,  video  cassettes,  slides,  or  other  photographic  reproductions  that  are  characterized  by  the 
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.-non  or  description  o(  "specified  sexual  activities"  or  "specified  anatomical  areas;"  and  has  a  sign  visible  from  the  public  right  of 
wj\  that  advertises  the  avjilabiht\  of  this  adult  type  of  photographic  reproductions;  or 
(B)  Offers  a  sleeping  room  for  rent  for  a  period  of  time  that  is  less  than  ten  ( 10)  hours;  or 

\'lvn\  x  .1  tenant  or  occupant  o\  a  sleeping  room  to  sub-rent  the  room  for  a  period  of  time  that  is  less  than  twenty-four  (24)  hours. 

|M  \Dl  1  1  MOTION  FICTUR1  [HEATER  means  a  commercial  establishment  where,  for  any  form  of  consideration,  films, 
motion  pictures,  video  cassettes,  slides,  or  similar  photographic  reproductions  are  regularly,  commonly,  habitually,  or  consistently 
shown  that  are  characterized  by  the  depiction  or  description  of  "specified  sexual  activities"  or  "specified  anatomical  areas." 

(7)  ADULT  THEATER  means  a  theater,  concert  hall,  auditorium,  or  similar  commercial  establishment  that  regularly,  commonly, 
habitually,  or  consistently  features  persons  who  appear,  in  person,  in  a  state  of  nudity  and/or  semi-nudity,  and/or  live  performances 
that  are  characterized  by  the  exposure  of  "specified  anatomical  areas"  or  by  "specified  sexual  activities." 

(8)  ESTABLISHMENT  means  and  includes  any  of  the  following: 

t  V)  The  opening  or  commencement  of  any  Sexually  Oriented  Business  as  a  new  business; 

(B)  The  conversion  of  an  existing  business,  whether  or  not  a  Sexually  Oriented  Business,  to  any  Sexually  Oriented  Business; 

(C)  The  additions  of  any  Sexually  Oriented  Business  to  any  other  existing  Sexually  Oriented  Business;  or 

(D)  The  relocation  of  any  Sexually  Oriented  Business;  or 

(E)  A  Sexually  Oriented  Business  or  premises  on  which  the  Sexually  Oriented  Business  is  located. 

(<>)  LICENSED  DAY-CARE  CENTER  means  a  facility  licensed  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  whether  situated  within  the  Town 
of  North  Hampton  or  not  that  provides  care,  training,  education,  custody,  treatment  or  supervision  for  more  than  twelve  (12)  children 
under  fourteen  (14)  years  of  age.  where  such  children  are  not  related  by  blood,  marriage  or  adoption  to  the  owner  or  operator  of  the 
facility,  for  less  than  twenty- four  (24)  hours  a  day.  regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  facility  is  operated  for  a  profit  or  charges  for  the 
services  it  offers. 

(10)  NLDE  MODEL  STUDIO  means  any  place  where  a  person  who  appears  in  a  state  of  nudity  or  displays  "specified  anatomical 
areas"  for  the  purpose  of  being  observed,  sketched,  drawn,  painted,  sculptured,  photographed,  or  similarly  depicted  by  other  persons 
for  consideration. 

(11)  NUDITY  or  a  STATE  OF  NUDITY  means  the  appearance  of  a  human  bare  buttock,  anus,  anal  cleft  or  cleavage,  pubic  area, 
male  genitals,  female  genitals,  or  vulva,  with  less  than  a  fully  opaque  covering;  or  a  female  breast  with  less  than  a  fully  opaque 
covering  of  any  part  of  the  areola;  or  human  male  genitals  in  a  discemibly  turgid  state  even  if  completely  and  opaquely  covered. 

(12)  PREMISES  means  the  portion  of  real  property  upon  which  the  Sexually  Oriented  Business  is  located,  and  all  appurtenances 
thereto  and  buildings  thereon,  including,  but  not  limited  to.  the  Sexually  Oriented  Business,  the  grounds,  private  walkways,  and 
parking  lots  and.  or  parking  garages  adjacent  thereto. 

(13)  SEMI-NUDE  OR  SEMI-NUDITY*  means  the  appearance  of  the  female  breast  below  a  horizontal  line  across  the  top  of  the 
areola  at  its  highest  point.  This  definition  shall  include  the  entire  lower  portion  of  the  human  female  breast,  but  shall  not  include  any 
portion  of  the  cleavage  of  the  human  female  breast  exhibited  by  a  dress,  blouse,  skirt,  leotard,  bathing  suit,  or  other  wearing  apparel 
provided  the  areola  is  not  exposed  in  whole  or  m  part. 

(14)  SEXUAL  ENCOUNTER  CENTER  means  a  business  or  commercial  enterprise  that,  as  one  of  its  principal  business  purposes, 
offers  for  any  form  of  consideration; 

(A)  Physical  contact  in  the  form  of  wrestling  or  tumbling  between  persons  of  the  opposite  sex;  or 

(B)  Activities  between  persons  of  the  opposite  sex  and/or  persons  of  the  same  sex  when  one  or  more  of  the  persons  is  in  a  state  of 
nudity  or  semi-nudity.  A  principal  business  purpose  exists  if  the  services  offered  are  intended  to  generate  business  income. 

(15)  SPECIFIED  ANATOMICAL  AREAS  means: 

(A)  The  human  male  genitals  in  a  discemibly  turgid  state  even  if  fully  and  opaquely  covered; 

(B)  Less  than  completely  and  opaquely  covered  human  genitals,  pubic  region,  buttocks,  or  a  female  breast  below  a  point 
immediately  above  the  top  of  the  areola. 

(16)  SPECIFIED  SEXUAL  ACTIVITIES  means  and  includes  any  of  the  following: 

(A)  The  fondling  or  other  erotic  touching  of  human  genitals,  pubic  region,  buttocks,  anus,  or  female  breasts,  whether  covered  or 
uncovered; 

(B)  Sex  acts,  normal  or  perverted,  actual  or  simulated,  including  intercourse,  oral  copulation,  or  sodomy; 

(C)  Masturbation,  actual  or  simulated;  or 

(D)  Excretory  functions  as  part  of  or  in  connection  with  any  of  the  activities  set  forth  in  (A)  through  (C)  above. 
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SECTION  m.  Location  Restrictions. 

Sexually  Oriented  Businesses  shall  be  permitted  in  the  I-B/R  Zone  (See  official  Town  of  North  Hampton  Zoning  Map). 

Sexually  Oriented  Businesses  are  subject  to  all  of  the  ordinances,  regulations,  requirements,  and  restrictions  which  pertain  to  the  North 
Hampton  I-B/R  Zone,  in  addition  to  those  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance. 

(1)  The  Sexually  Oriented  Business  may  not  be  operated  within: 

(A)  500  feet  of  the  property  line  of  a  church,  synagogue,  mosque,  temple  or  building  which  is  used  primarily  for  religious  worship 
and  related  religious  activities; 

(B)  500  feet  of  the  property  line  of  a  public  or  private  educational  facility  including,  but  not  limited  to,  child  day  care  facilities, 
nursery  schools,  preschools,  kindergartens,  elementary  schools,  private  schools,  intermediate  schools,  junior  high  schools,  middle 
schools,  high  schools,  vocational  schools,  secondary  schools,  continuation  schools,  special  education  school,  junior  colleges,  and 
universities;  school  includes  the  school  ground,  but  does  not  include  the  facilities  used  primarily  for  another  purpose  and  only 
incidentally  as  a  school; 

(C)  1,500  feet  of  the  property  line  of  a  public  park  or  recreational  area  which  has  been  designated  for  park  or  recreational  activities 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  park,  playground,  nature  trails,  swimming  pool,  reservoir,  athletic  field,  basketball  or  tennis  courts, 
skating  rink,  pedestrian/bicycle  paths,  or  other  similar  public  recreation  land  which  is  under  the  control,  operation,  or  management  of 
the  Town  or  any  of  its  Departments,  Boards  or  Commissions; 

(D)  1,850  feet  of  the  property  lines  of  the  Town  "Municipal  Complex"  (Town  Offices,  Town  Hall,  Town  Library,  and  Fire  and  Police 
Stations)  located  on  Atlantic  Avenuei 

(E)  300  feet  of  the  property  line  of  a  lot  used  for  residential  purposes  within  the  I-B/R  zone,  or  zoned  for  residential  use  outside  the  I- 
B/R  zone  and  devoted  to  a  residential  use  as  defined  in  the  zoning  code;  or 

(F)  300  feet  of  any  posted  school  bus  stop; 

(G)  1 ,500  feet  of  the  property  line  of  another  Sexually  Oriented  Business. 
(H)  300  feet  of  a  town  border. 

(1)  500  feet  of  the  property  line  of  either  of  the  following  businesses,  which  primarily  market  to  and  are  utilized  by  minors:  "Junior 

Gym",  located  at  14  Lafayette  Road,  Tax  Map ,  lot  number ,  and  KidsNShoes,  located  at  1 8  Lafayette  Road,  Tax  Map     ,  lot 

number     ,  for  so  long  as  those  businesses  operate  at  those  locations  in  the  manner  they  operate  as  of  the  date  of  this  ordinance. 

(2)  A  Sexually  Oriented  Business  may  not  be  operated  in  the  same  building,  structure,  or  portion  thereof,  containing  another  Sexually 
Oriented  Business. 

(3)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  measurement  shall  be  made  in  a  straight  line,  without  regard  to  intervening  structures  or  objects, 
from  the  nearest  portion  of  the  building  or  structure  used  as  a  part  of  the  premises  where  a  Sexually  Oriented  Business  is  conducted,  to 
the  nearest  property  line  of  the  premises  of  a  church,  synagogue,  regular  place  of  worship,  or  public  or  private  elementary  or 
secondary  school,  or  to  the  nearest  boundary  of  an  affected  public  park,  residential  district,  or  licensed  day 
care  center  or  other  protected  area  described  in  this  Section. 

(4)  For  purposes  of  subsection  (E)  of  this  section,  the  distance  between  any  two  Sexually  Oriented  Business  uses  shall  be  measured  in 
a  straight  line,  without  regard  to  intervening  structures  or  objects,  from  the  closest  exterior  wall  of  the  structure  in  which  each  business 
is  located. 

(5)  Site  Plan  Approval:  Site  Plan  Approval,  including  change  of  use  approval,  by  the  North  Hampton  Planning  Board  shall  be  a 
prerequisite  for  the  establishment  of  a  Sexually  Oriented  Business  or  expansion  or  change  from  one  ore  more  types  of  sexually 
oriented  business  to  another.  The  Planning  Board  may  impose  reasonable  restrictions  pursuant  to  RSA  674:43,  including  but  not 
limited  to  buffers,  outdoor  lighting,  signs,  parking,  ingress  and  egress,  pedestrian  movement,  landscaping,  building  aesthetics,  as  well 
as  measures  to  ensure  that  displays  of  merchandise  conform  to  NH  RSA  571-B. 

(6)  Public  Nuisance  Per  Se:  Violation  of  the  use  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  is  declared  to  be  a  public  nuisance  per  se,  which  shall  be 
abated  by  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  by  way  of  civil  abatement  procedures. 

(7)  Limiting  Clause:  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  is  intended  to  authorize,  legalize  or  permit  the  establishment  operation  or  maintenance 
of  any  business,  building  or  use  which  violates  any  Town  of  North  Hampton  Ordinance  or  statute  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
regarding  public  nuisances,  sexual  conduct,  lewdness,  or  obscene  or  harmful  matter  or  the  exhibition  or  public  display  thereof. 

SECTION  IV.  Exterior  Portions  of  Sexually  Oriented  Businesses. 

(1)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  an  owner  or  operator  of  a  Sexually  Oriented  Business  to  allow  the  merchandise  or  activities  of  the 
establishment  to  be  visible  from  a  point  outside  the  establishment. 
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It  shall  be  unlawful  tor  the  owner  or  operator  of  a  Sexually  Oriented  business  to  allow  the  exterior  portion  of  the  Sexually  Oriented 
Business  to  have  Hashing  lights,  or  anv  words,  lettering,  photographs,  silhouettes,  drawings,  or  pictorial  representations  of  any  manner 
rt  to  the  extent  permitted  by  the  provision!  of  this  Ordinance,  or  other  provisions  of  the  North  Hampton  Zoning  Ordinance. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  operator  of  a  Sexually  Oriented  Business  to  allow  exterior  portions  of  the  establishment  to  be 
painted  anv  color  other  than  a  single  achromatic  color  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  a  Sexually  Oriented  Business  if  the  following 
iitions  are  met 

V    ITie  establishment  i<  a  pan  of  I  commercial  multi-unit  center;  and 
(Bi  The  exterior  portions  of  each  individual  unit  in  the  commercial  multi-unit  center,  including  the  exterior  portions  of  the  business, 
are  painted  the  same  color  as  one  another  or  are  painted  in  such  a  way  so  as  to  be  a  component  of  the  overall  architectural  style  or 
pattern  of  the  commercial  multi-unit  center 

Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  require  the  painting  of  an  otherwise  unpainted  exterior  portion  of  a  Sexually  Oriented 
Business.

( 1 )  Signage  shall  complv  in  all  respects  with  all  ordinances,  codes  or  regulations  governing  signs,  except  that  notwithstanding  any 
other  Town  of  North  Hampton  Ordinance,  code,  or  regulation  to  the  contrary,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  operator  of  any  Sexually 
Oriented  Business  or  any  other  person  to  erect  construct,  or  maintain  any  sign  for  the  Sexually  Oriented  Business  other  than  the  one 
( 1 )  primary  sign  and  one  ( 1 )  secondary  sign,  as  provided  herein 

v-  ign.  whether  primary  or  secondary,  shall  contain  photographs,  silhouettes,  drawings,  images  or  pictorial  representations  in  any 
manner  depicting  or  making  linguistic  reference  to  nudity,  specified  anatomical  areas,  specified  sexual  activity,  or  any  device  or 
paraphernalia  designed  for  use  in  connection  with  specified  sexual  activity  and  may  contain  only  the  name  of  the  enterprise.

7.  Shall  the  School  District  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  budget,  not  including 
appropriations  by  special  warrant  articles  and  other  appropriations  voted  separately,  the  amounts 
set  forth  on  the  budget  posted  with  the  warrant  or  as  amended  by  vote  of  the  first  session,  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  therein,  totaling  $5,568,345?    Should  this  article  be  defeated,  the 
operating  budget  shall  be  $5,428,880,  which  is  the  same  as  last  year,  with  certain  adjustments 
required  by  previous  action  of  the  school  district  or  by  law  or  the  governing  body  may  hold  one 
special  meeting,  in  accordance  with  RSA  40:13,  X  and  XVI,  to  take  up  the  issue  of  a  revised 
operating  budget  only.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  DELIBERATIVE  SESSION 
OF  NORTH  HAMPTON  SCHOOL 
February  6,  2001 

A  deliberative  session  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  School  District  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton 
in  the  County  of  Rockingham,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  upon  District  Affairs 
was  held  February  6,  2001 . 

At  7  p.m.  on  the  6th  of  February  2001 ,  the  deliberative  session  was  called  to  order  by 
Moderator  William  Boesch.  Mr.  Boesch  introduced  the  School  District  Clerk,  Jane  Palmer, 
and  Barbara  Dewing  who  filed  for  the  office.  Kim  Kisner,  Chairperson  of  School  Board 
introduced  the  school  officials:  School  Board  Members,  Henry  Fuller  and  George  Lagassa; 
SAU  officials;  John  Bourgoin,  Superintendent,  Fred  Engelbach,  Assistant  Superintendent; 
School  Officials,  Peter  Sweet,  Principal,  and  Robert  Casassa,  Attorney  for  the  School  District. 

The  Moderator  explained  that  any  registered  voter  can  vote  and  that  no  article  can  be  deleted 
nor  any  substantive  changes  can  be  made. 

ARTICLE  1 .  Shall  the  School  District  approve  the  cost  items  included  in  the  collective 
bargaining  agreement  reached  between  the  North  Hampton  School  Board  and  the  Seacoast 
Education  Association  which  calls  for  the  following  increases  in  salaries  and  benefits:

And  further  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $135,891  for  the  2001-02  fiscal  year,  such  sum 
representing  the  additional  costs  attributable  to  the  increases  in  salaries  and  benefits  over 
those  of  the  appropriation  at  current  staffing  levels  paid  in  the  prior  fiscal  year?  The  School 
Board  and  the  Budget  Committee  recommend  this  appropriation.  (Recommended 
by  Budget  Committee  8-0.)  (Majority  vote  required.) 

George  Lagassa  moved  and  Henry  Fuller  seconded  that  the  article  be 
placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  read.  Cynthia  Swank  requested  that  the 
Budget  Committee  vote  be  recorded  at  the  end  of  each  article  as  was 
done  with  the  town  warrant.  The  Moderator  approved  the  request. 
After  a  presentation  by  Mr.  Lagassa  of  the  article,  the  Moderator  ruled 
that  the  article  be  placed  on  the  ballot  as  read. 

ARTICLE  2.  Shall  the  School  District  approve  the  cost  items  included  in  the  collective 
bargaining  agreement  reached  between  the  North  Hampton  School  Board  and  the  Seacoast 
Educational  Support  Personnel  Association  which  calls  for  the  following 
increases  in  salaries  and  benefits:

And  further  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $21,948  for  the  2001-02  fiscal  year,  such  sum 
representing  the  additional  costs  attributable  to  the  increases  in  salaries  and  benefits  over  those  of 
the  appropriation  at  current  staffing  levels  paid  in  the  prior  fiscal  year?  The  School  Board  and 
the  Budget  Committee  recommend  this  appropriation.  (Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  8- 
0.)    (Majority  vote  required.) 

George  Lagassa  moved  the  article  to  be  placed  on  the 
official  ballot.  Henry  Fuller  seconded  it.  After  an 
explanation  of  the  article  by  Mr.  Lagassa,  the  Moderator 
ruled  that  the  article  will  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot 
as  read. 

ARTICLE  3.  Shall  the  School  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $38,680  for  the  purchase 
of  items  which  will  support  the  implementation  of  Year  3  of  the  1998  Technology  plan?  These 
items  include:  28  computers  (23  classroom  use,  4  for  use  in  the  library  and  1  for  office  use)  as 
well  as  other  items  to  include  software,  a  scanner,  and  computer  furniture  (4  automated  catalog 
terminal  stations  and  5  stools),  the  School  board  and  Budget  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation.  (Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  7-1.)  (Majority  vote  required.) 

Kim  Kisner  moved  the  article  and  George  Lagassa  seconded 
it  to  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot.  The  Moderator  ruled 
that  the  article  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  read. 

ARTICLE  4.  Shall  the  School  District  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  budget,  not 
including  appropriations  by  special  warrant  articles  and  other  appropriations  voted  separately, 
the  amounts  set  forth  on  the  budget  posted  with  the  warrant  or  as  amended  by  vote  of  the  first 
session,  for  the  purposes  set  forth  therein,  totaling  $5,174,217,  which  is  the  same  as  last  year, 
with  certain  adjustments  required  by  previous  action  of  the  school  district  or  by  law  of  the 
governing  body  may  hold  one  special  meeting,  in  accordance  with  RSA  40: 13,  X  and  XVI,  to 
take  up  the  issue  of  a  revised  operating  budget  only.  (Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  8-0.) 
(Majority  vote  required.) 

Note:  Warrant  Article  #4  (operating  budget)  does  not  include  appropriations  in  any  other 
warrant  articles. 

Kim  Kisner  moved  that  the  article  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot. 
Henry  Fuller  seconded  it.  Mrs.  Kisner  gave  the  budget 
presentation. 

Amendment  to  Article  4.  Janet  Sanborn  moved  an  amendment  to  increase  line  item 
3120-1 1 1  to  $35,000.  It  was  seconded  by  Tony  Marino.  Yes  vote  carried  to  amend  the 
budget  to  $5,296,655  from  $5,287,500. 

ARTICLE  5.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  community-wide  Planning  Committee's 
recommendation  that  the  North  Hampton  School  District  continue  to  be  part  of  School 
Administrative  Unit  No.  21? 
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If  a  majority  of  the  voters  vote  yes,  the  recommendation  to  remain 
in  SAU  #21  shall  be  accepted. 

If  a  majority  of  the  voters  vote  no,  the  recommendation  shall  be 
rejected  and  a  new  planning  committee  shall  be  formed  which  shall 
prepare  a  plan  for  organization,  reorganization,  or  withdrawal 
From  SAU  #21. 

The  Moderator  ruled  that  the  article  be  placed  on  the  official 
ballot  as  read. 

As  there  was  no  other  business  to  come  before  the  Session  I  Meeting,  Moderator 
William  Boesch  adjourned  to  Session  II  at  the  town  hall  Tuesday,  the  13th  of  March 
2001  at  8  a.m.

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School  Board  Report 

Dear  North  Hampton  Residents, 

Your  continued  support  of  North  Hampton  School  is  greatly  appreciated.  The  last  fiscal  year 
(2000-01 )  ended  with  a  positive  balance  of  $46,218.  The  successful  passage  of  the 
technology  warrant  article  allowed  NHS  to  complete  the  library  automation  as  well  as 
purchase  a  mobile  lab  of  laptop  computers  that  can  be  flexibly  used  by  students  and  teachers 
alike.  Unfortunately,  the  teacher  and  support  staff  contracts  were  not  approved  by  one 
district  in  the  SAU,  thereby  failing  the  contract  for  all.  However,  money  had  been  budgeted 
for  expected  track  and  step  increases  in  fiscal  year  2001-02.  These  increases  were  awarded 
and  teachers  continue  to  work  under  the  terms  of  the  expired  contract.  Negotiations  this  past 
fall  returned  to  the  traditional  model  of  including  coverage  for  benefits  as  a  district  expense 
instead  of  salary  compensation  for  employees  to  use  in  purchasing  their  own  health  benefit 
coverage.  These  contracts  are  presented  in  a  warrant  article  for  your  consideration  on  March 
12,2002. 

Enrollment  continues  to  hold  steady.  The  2000-01  school  year  ended  with  525  students 
enrolled  and  the  2001-02  year  began  with  533  students.  Within  the  current  budget,  funds 
were  allocated  to  increase  the  number  of  sections  of  half-day  kindergarten  to  three.  This 
allows  the  student  -  teacher  ratio  to  be  in  keeping  with  current  policy.  The  technology  and  art 
departments  now  each  have  two  full  time  teachers  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  students  (and 
teachers)  in  the  building.  The  proposed  budget  for  2002-03  will  add  a  half-time  foreign 
language  teacher  to  the  current  full  time  teacher.  The  eventual  goal  is  to  have  two  full  time 
teachers  in  the  foreign  language  department  based  upon  the  research  and  recommendation 
of  the  World  Language  Task  Force  to  expand  language  instruction  into  the  primary  grades. 
The  decision  to  change  the  language  offered  from  French  to  Spanish  was  also  made  last 
year. 

Significant  progress  has  been  made  toward  creating  a  local,  comprehensive  assessment 
system.  The  Principal's  report  describes  much  of  the  work  done  this  past  year.  The 
increased  focus  on  student  achievement,  the  use  of  data  in  decision  making,  the  practice 
among  teachers  of  sharing  and  discussing  student  work,  the  continued  development  of 
integrated  curriculum  units  and  assessments  for  implementation  of  the  standards  and 
benchmarks,  are  all  promising  signs  of  moving  toward  this  goal.  This  year  you  will  receive 
the  first  Student  Assessment  Data  Report  that  compiles  the  results  of  different  indicators  of 
student  success. 

We  hope  that  you  continue  to  follow  the  developments  at  North  Hampton  School  and 
participate  in  the  dialogue  generated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
2001-2002 

Michelle  Munson  and  JoAnne  Dowd,  Curriculum  Directors  for  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education,  respectively,  have  worked  hard  over  the  past  several  months  with  both  district  staff  and 
administrators  to  align,  initiate,  and  assess  the  implementation  of  the  SAU  #21  Standards  and 
Benchmarks  that  were  developed  during  school  year  1999-2000. 

The  major  focus  of  the  teacher  in-service  time  scheduled  throughout  SAU  #21  districts  this 
year  continues  to  be  dedicated  to  working  on  the  standards  and  benchmarks.  Teachers  have  worked 
in  grade  level  settings,  by  buildings,  by  districts  and  in  across  district  committees  to  share  work  and  to 
continue  their  investigation,  implementation  and  assessment  of  this  important  work.  Staff 
Development  programs  have  been  developed  by  JoAnne  and  Michelle,  with  teacher  input,  to  further 
enhance  the  work  done  during  the  in-service  days.  Building  level  administrators  and  staff  have  also 
been  actively  involved  in  designing  staff  development  opportunities. 

As  school  year  2001-2002  comes  to  a  close,  all  districts  are  reporting  substantial  progress  in 
the  alignment  and  implementation  of  the  standards  and  benchmarks.  Moving  forward  into  2002- 
2003,  the  continued  implementation  of  the  standards  and  benchmarks  will  be  our  instructional 
focus.  We  are  also  moving  forward  towards  the  development  of  a  comprehensive  assessment 
program.  In  addition  to  the  standardized  measures  of  student  learning  that  we  now  use;  lOWA's, 
NHEIAP,  and  SAT's;  greater  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  development,  validity,  and  reliability  of 
teacher  developed  assessments.  Several  school  districts,  particularly  North  Hampton,  are  actively 
pursuing  the  development  of  school  wide  assessments  in  writing  and  Problem  Solving 

We  continue  our  exploration  of  more  and  better  ways  to  use  data  as  a  means  of  evaluating 
student  work  and  the  effectiveness  of  our  existing  educational  programs.  This  effort  has  been  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  public's  support  over  the  past  few  years  for  various  technology  related  items  in 
budgets  and  warrant  articles.  Our  MMS  2000  software  package,  now  in  place  throughout  all  districts, 
allows  us  to  electronically  track  appropriate  data  on  all  of  our  students.  This  required  a  degree  of 
hardware  acquisition,  training,  and  some  software  upgrades.  However,  most  of  this  capability  was 
already  in  place  and  simply  needed  our  focus  and  interest  in  retrieving  and  using  the  information.  A 
relational  database  is  the  next  key  step  in  this  process  and  we  are  currently  exploring  a  product  called 
QSP  to  help  achieve  this  goal.  QSP  is  a  product  developed  and  promoted  by  the  American 
Association  of  School  Administrators. 

In  addition  to  the  database  analysis  referenced  above,  the  technology  effort  in  all  districts  has 
continued  to  make  significant  advances  as  resources  permit.  Many  new  computers  have  been 
connected  to  local  area  networks  throughout  schools  across  the  SAU  giving  our  students  and 
teachers  access  to  the  Internet  and  the  vast  number  of  instructional  software  packages  that  exist. 
Teachers  and  school  board  members  have  access  to  Jay  McTighe's  web  site  through  a  membership 
purchased  with  SAU  funds  so  that  we  can  all  research  the  work  of  colleagues  across  the  entire 
country.  All  staff  at  Winnacunnet  High  School  have  or  will  shortly  have  a  laptop  personally  assigned 
to  them.  Winnacunnet  High  School  moved  forward  with  its  Virtual  High  School  initiative  and  offered  a 
course  this  year,  Logic.  Several  Winnacunnet  High  School  students  accessed  Virtual  High  School 
courses  offered  in  various  content  areas  by  instructors  from  all  over  the  country.  The  SAU  #21 
Standards  and  Benchmarks  can  all  be  viewed  and/or  downloaded  from  the  school  website. 
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SAU  #21  school  districts  continue  to  experience  growth  in  student  enrollment.  Many  districts 
are  experiencing  a  growth  rate  of  between  3%  and  5  %.  At  Winnacunnet  High  School  this  growth  will 
continue  to  necessitate  the  placement  of  modulars  that  will  provide  twelve  temporary  classroom 
spaces.  Winnacunnet  High  School  enrollment  estimates  indicate  a  swelling  student  population  that  is 
projected  to  surpass  1500  students  by  school  year  2005-2006.  This  ballooning  enrollment  at  the  high 
school  has  resulted  in  the  Winnacunnet  Board  bringing  forward  a  20.6  million-dollar  bond  proposal  to 
district  voters  this  March.  This  project  proposes  extensive  renovations  as  well  as  adding  significant 
new  space.  Classrooms,  science  labs,  physical  education  teaching  space,  and  the  relocation  and 
expansion  of  core  areas  are  included  in  the  project.  The  Hampton  Falls  School  District  continues  to 
work  with  a  community  based  facilities  committee  searching  for  a  solution  to  that  district's  building 
needs. 

The  South  Hampton  School  District  has  completed  their  new  school.  The  new  school  and 
gymnasium  were  ready  for  occupancy  this  fall.  It's  existence  is  a  prime  example  of  school  and  town 
officials  working  together. 

The  Seabrook  School  District  has  moved  forward  with  its  restructuring  of  the  educational 
program  housed  in  Seabrook  Elementary  School.  The  900  student  K-8  structure  has  been  split  into  a 
PK-4  structure  and  a  grades  5-8  middle  school.  Each  section  of  the  building  has  its  own 
administrator.  This  reorganization  of  the  school  is  viewed  as  a  key  in  the  district's  continuing  effort  to 
improve  the  academic  performance  of  Seabrook  students. 

Both  the  Hampton  and  North  Hampton  School  Districts,  having  previously  addressed  their 
space  needs  issues,  continue  to  move  aggressively  forward  pursuing  their  instructional  goals  in 
concert  with  the  SAU  standards  and  benchmarks  and  in  alignment  with  district  mission  statements 
and  beliefs. 

All  fiscal  year  2003  budgets  have  been  developed  keeping  in  mind  the  traditional  support  that 
SAU  #21  communities  have  long  given  in  providing  the  best  quality  education  to  our  children.  They 
also  reflect  our  awareness  of  the  tax  uncertainty  and  economic  instability  that  continues  to  permeate 
the  political  landscape  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  concern  of  voters  for  their  ability  to  continue  that 
support.  Over  the  past  five  years,  SAU  #21  budgets  have  grown  at  a  modest  5.1%.  We  hope  that 
you  appreciate  our  efforts  on  behalf  of  your  community's  children  and  will  give  full  consideration  to 
supporting  our  budget  requests,  bond  proposals,  and  bargaining  unit  contracts.

The  four  goals  of  the  2001-2002  School  Improvement  Plan  were  the  guiding  initiatives  for  the 
year. 

•     Students  and  staff  will  become  a  collaborative  community,  operating  within  a  shared 
governance  framework. 


• 


The  report  card  will  move  toward  further  alignment  with  our  standards  and  benchmarks,  and 
begin  to  reflect  our  newly  adopted  philosophy  of  grading. 

•  Students  will  improve  the  quality  of  their  writing  through  the  use  of  a  mutually  agreed  upon 
writing  rubric. 

•  Students  will  achieve  at  least  one  science  benchmark  by  learning  through  an  integrated  unit 
of  study. 

The  North  Hampton  School  Constitution,  adopted  in  September,  is  now  the  framework  for  the 
school's  shared  governance.  Staff  members,  parents  and  members  of  the  broader  community 
participate  in  discussions,  school-based  decisions  and  recommendations  to  the  School  regarding 
curriculum,  instruction  and  assessment.  Standing  Committees  are  made  up  of  a  cross-section  of 
members  for  the  purpose  of  make  proposals  to  the  Council  on  a  routine  basis,  such  as  the  yearly 
School  Improvement  Plan,  Scheduling,  Technology,  and  others.  A  Task  Force  may  be  organized 
to  study  a  school-wide  issue  that  arises.  Talk  Teams  meet  in  like  member  groups  of  staff, 
parents  or  broader  community  members.  These  groups  disseminate  information  and  study  ideas 
for  improving  student  learning. 

Initial  revisions  in  the  reporting  process  were  made  in  order  to  align  with  the  standards  and 
benchmarks,  and  to  reflect  the  three  components  of  our  philosophy  of  grading:  performance, 
progress  and  process.  The  report  card  is  evolving  into  a  more  descriptive  way  of  informing 
parents  and  students  about  students'  performance  based  on  end  of  the  year  expectations  for 
academic  and  unified  arts  standards  and  benchmarks.  Several  teachers  piloted  a  writing  progress 
continuum  this  year.  This  continuum  was  designed  to  help  monitor  and  describe  a  student's 
progress  along  a  continuum  of  writing  characteristics.  Student  engagement  in  the  learning 
process  was  shared  with  parents  during  two  conferences,  after  the  first  and  third  quarters. 
Narratives  accompanied  the  second  quarter  reports  and  either  narratives  or  student-led 
conferences  were  provided  with  the  fourth  quarter  reports. 

Parent  input  regarding  the  reporting  process  was  sought  in  many  ways  and  at  various  times 
throughout  the  school  year.  There  is  quite  a  range  of  opinion  among  those  who  would  like  a 
great  deal  of  information  at  reporting  time  to  those  who  would  prefer  a  simpler  version.  The 
Report  Card  Task  Force  and  the  staff  will  attempt  to  incorporate  key  elements  and  provide 
clarity  for  students  and  families  in  the  revised  product.

Six  Plus  One  Analytical  Traits  of  Writing  was  adopted  as  the  format  for  assessing  student 
writing.  Training  of  staff  took  place  in  June,  August  and  is  on-going.  The  rubric  is  used  for 
teachers  to  identify  instructional  needs  and  plan  instruction.  Students  in  upper  grades  have 
begun  to  use  the  rubric  for  self-assessment  and  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  writing.  Also  in 
the  area  assessment,  students  were  assessed  for  reading  fluency,  word  recognition,  and 
comprehension.  Well  over  the  SAU  goal  of  75%  of  the  students  are  reading  at  or  above  grade 
level.  The  results  were  able  to  provide  us  with  information  for  focusing  on  specific 
comprehension  strategies. 

Teachers  integrated  our  initiatives  in  units  of  study  designed  with  a  major  science  strand  as  well. 
Teaching  teams  developed  units  based  upon  the  standards  and  benchmarks,  and  incorporating  the 
newly  acquired  science  materials.  This  work  was  supported  through  staff  development  and  grant 
opportunities. 

The  staff  is  commended  for  the  enormous  energy  that  they  continually  commit  to  working 
directly  with  students,  and  for  their  work  on  curriculum,  instruction  and  assessment  throughout 
the  year.  They  work  on  committees,  teams  and  as  a  staff  as  a  whole  during  the  school  year  and 
throughout  the  summer.  We  thank  all  the  citizens  of  North  Hampton  for  your  continued  support 
for  the  mission  and  guiding  beliefs  of  our  school  community.

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2001  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors  for  Curriculum  and  Instruction 

Our  work  this  year  has  focused  on  supporting  schools  in  implementing  the  SAU  21  Standards 
and  Benchmarks  to  improve  instruction  for  all  students.  We  have:  supported  28  staff 
members  to  take  a  course  entitled  "Instruction  for  All  Students"  with  Louise  Thompson; 
required  all  SAU  21  teachers  to  develop,  teach  and  share  units  of  instruction  that 
demonstrate  student  learning  of  the  standards  and  benchmarks;  provided  instruction  on  using 
new  software  to  assess  and  analyze  NHEIAP  data;  and  have  planned  our  SAU  in-service  day 
in  April  around  looking  at  student  work  and  developing  common  expectations  and 
assessments  to  measure  student  achievement  of  the  standards  and  benchmarks. 

Improving  instruction  for  all  students  has  been  the  goal  of  multiple  opportunities  developed 
and  facilitated  for  teachers  and  administrators  to  collaborate  on  important  issues: 

•  supporting  the  implementation  of  the  new  SAU  21  Professional  Development  Plan  that 
looks  at  professional  development  from  student  achievement  goals; 

•  convening  a  committee  to  discuss  the  supervision  and  evaluation  of  staff  that  will  develop 
a  new  model  for  supervision  and  evaluation  where  participants  attend  three  days  of 
training,  along  with  all  SAU  administrators,  offered  by  the  New  Hampshire  ASCD; 

•  facilitating  a  committee  to  review  algebra  instruction  and  preparing  a  plan  for 
implementing  a  new  program; 

•  standardizing  the  transition  process  from  eighth  grade  to  Winnacunnet  High  School  and 
writing  a  transition  guide  that  will  be  distributed  to  all  grade  eight  parents 

•  offering  training  in  multiple  strategies  for  effective  instructional  practices,  including 
reading,  differentiation  of  instruction,  and  data-based  decision  making; 

•  working  with  Big  Brothers/Big  Sisters  to  design  and  implement  a  new  mentoring  program 
in  our  Hampton  and  Seabrook  schools. 

Improving  support,  outreach  and  communication  to  the  administrators  have  also  been  goals 
for  this  year.  Two  new  methods  of  support  have  been  implemented,  a  weekly  newsletter, 
Leadership  Matters,  and  a  "Critical  Friends  Group"  that  explores  educational  practice  and 
sharing  of  ideas.  Developing  goals  and  long  range  educational  improvement  plans  are  part  of 
our  leadership  assistance  as  well  as  working  to  find  and  apply  for  grants  that  support  district 
and  school  plans. 

We  have  also  worked  with  school  staff  in  responding  to  school  safety  concerns  resulting  from 
the  September  1 1th  tragedy.  Work  has  also  been  done  with  designing  or  updating 
emergency  action  plans.

INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
North  Hampton  School  District 
North  Hampton,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  North  Hampton 
School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2001  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents. 
These  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  School  District's 
management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial 
statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those 
standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about 
whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining, 
on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements. 
An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made 
by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe 
that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed 
assets  account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  the  North  Hampton  School  District  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its 
fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is 
not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly, 
in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  North  Hampton  School  District  as  of  June 
30,  2001,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  accounting 
principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  North  Hampton  School  District  taken  as  a  whole.  The  individual  fund  financial 
statements  listed  as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional 
analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  North 
Hampton  School  District.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures 
applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly 
presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken 
as  a  whole.
